You have read that the Apostles, though instruct- 
ed by Christ Himself, were not sufficiently strong in faith until the 
Holy Ghost deseended upon their souls on Pentecost. The sufferings 
and death of Christ were calculated to shake their faith in His 
divinity, though, of course, it came back to them when they knew 
of His Resurrection from the grave. Then during the forty days pre- 
ceding His return.to Heaven, He frequently -promised to send them 
the Holy Ghost, Who would complete the work of preparing them 
for the arduous labors of their calling.
